Sovrneny Coxvestion—At a meeting of the
citizens of’ Russell county, Alabama, on the Sth of
June, a preamble and résolutions were offered by
Gen. James Hamilton, and adapted without a dis-
senting voice—in which it 15 proposed  that “a
Convention of the Southern States shall assemble
at Richmond, V., on the third Monday in Oecto-
ber, to take into consideration the situntion of the
Southern States in reference to the institution of
domestic slavery existing among them; there
calmly and dis|msaiun:nr-|_\' to deliberate, whether,

necessary to sustain her rights; and that as nations
do not die, the right of reconquering that territory-
shall remain to our children and our gracd child-
ren.  That this is the opinion of the éuvemment
and of the Mexicans.”
The Mexican Congress have refused to grant
Santa Anna the additional thirty thousand men
and four millions of dollars which he required for
the invasion of Texas, Mexico has now a force of
thirty-six thousand men. The Congress has inti-
mated to the President that he can take from this
body the number asked for, provided he call into
active service a corresponding number of the *na-
